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Filipino Independence— 
An enlightening trentine of tho Philippine question was un­ 
raveled before us yesterday by Vincente Villamin, Filipino econo­ 
mist and New York attorney, who spent tho day in Brainerd tour­ 
ing the lake region. 
He outlined the political, economic and in­ 
ternational angles so fluently that it was quito obvious that the 
granting of independence to his people ought to be delayed for a 
period of some twenty years, so that in the meantime preparatory 
readjustments might be intelligently made. 
This conclusion, al­ 
though perhaps not expecter! from a Filipino source, was supported 
by fact and practical ideas. 
It may be taken for granted that tho Filipinos want inde­ 
pendence, and that the American people are pledged to give them 
that »>oon, when the right time comes. 
It may also In- conceded 
that the competition of duty free Filipino products, principally 
sugar and coconut oil, with American products has generated a 
new and lively desire in this country for immediate Filipino inde­ 
pendence, followed by a protective tariff against these products. 
While Mr. Villamin showed that the competition with 
American butter of margarin made with Filipino coconut oil is not 
so great as some suppose, and that copra must be moved from the 
free to the dutiable list before the "coconut cow" can he sup­ 
pressed, regardless of whether or not independence is granted to 
the Philippines, yet he recognises the justice of the American 
dairy farmer’s complaint. 
The Jones I.»aw, which is in effect the constitution of tin1 
Philippines! was designed to prepare them for independence. 
Under it 99 per rent of the personnel of tin* local government has 
been handed over to the natives. 
Hut that Law, by setting tile 
Islands within the American tariff wall, has tended strongly to 
bind them to us in an economic union and to make the tie continu­ 
a l stronger as the protected ndustries have grown under 4 he 
stimulus of American capital and enjoyment of the American mar­ 
ket. 
As Mr. Villamin put it: 
The Jones I*aw started two forces running against each 
other—the political force acting centrifugally away from Ameri­ 
can control, and the economic force acting centripetally toward an 
economic union with America. 
Overstressing politics and under- 
stressing economics are responsible for this. 
What is the remedy. 
It is this: Build up in the Islands tile 
production of noncompetitive commodities that can not lie pro­ 
duced in the United States, such as rubber, coffee, quinine, fiber 
and spices. 
Cut down sugar and coconut oil production and find 
other than American markets for it. 
Since the Philippine govern­ 
ment owns seventy per cent of the land, Mr. Villamin believes 
such a program could Im* carried out so successfully, that in twenty 
years independence could lie grained without plunging the Islands 
into economic disaster. 
In the meantime hurtful competition with 
American products would have been minimized. 
~For thirty years we have l>con guiding the Philippines along 
the path toward political independence, but with no definite plan 
for reaching that goal safely, and at the same time We have been 
binding them to us by ever tightening economic bonds. 
This con­ 
tradictory policy should In* abandoned for a definite and wise pro­ 
gram, such as Mr. Villamin suggests. 
Rut it is obvious that the active co-operation of the Filipino 
people themselves, and of their leaders, must Ik* enlisted a ls o , if 
and when Congress clears the way by intelligent legislation.

Coupled with his private views on booze1 is his 
authoritative condemnation, as head of the democratic organiza­ 
tion, of President Hoover in practically everything Mr. Hoover 
has done.

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Filipino 
Independence 
An enlightening treatise of the Philippine question was un­ 
raveled before us yesterday by Vincente Villamin, Filipino econo­ 
mist and New York attorney, who spent the day in Brainerd tour­ 
ing the lake region. 
He outlined che political, economic and in­ 
ternational angles so fluently that it was quite obvious that the 
granting of independence to his people ought to be delayed for a 
period of some twenty years, so that in the meantime preparatory 
readjustments might be intelligently made. 
This conclusion, al­ 
though perhaps not expected from a Filipino source, was supported 
by fact and practical ideas. 
It may be taken for granted that the Filipinos want inde­ 
pendence, and that the American people are pledged to give them 
that boon, when the right time comes. 
It may also be conceded 
that the competition of duty free Filipino products, principally 
sugar and coconut oil, with American products has generated a 
new and lively desire in this country for immediate Filipino inde­ 
pendence, followed by a protective tariff against these products 
While Mr. Villamin showed that the competition with 
American butter of margarin made with Filipino coconut oil is not 
so great as some suppose, and that copra must be moved from the 
free to the dutiable list before the “coconut cow” can be sup­ 
pressed, regardless of whether or not independence is granted to 
the Philippines, yet he recognizes the justice of the American 
dairy farmer’s complaint. 
The Jones Law, which is in effect the constitution of tin 
Philippines, was designed to prepare them for independence. 
Under it 99 per cent of the personnel of the local government has 
been handed over to the natives. 
But that Law, by setting the 
Islands within the American tariff wall, has tended strongly to 
hind them to us in an economic union and to make the tie continu- 
aly stronger as the protected ndustries have grown under the 
stimulus of American capital and enjoyment of the American mar­ 
ket. 
As Mr. Villamin put it 
The Jones Law started two forces running against each 
other—the political force acting centrifugally away from Ameri­ 
can control, and the economic force acting centripetally toward an 
economic union with America. 
Overstressing politics and under- 
stressing economics are responsible for this. 
What is.the remedy. 
It is this: Build up in the Islands the 
production of noncompetitive commodities that can not be pro­ 
duced in the United States, such as rubber, coffee, quinine, fiber 
and spices. 
Cut down sugar and coconut oil production and find 
other than American markets for it. 
Since the Philippine govern­ 
ment owns seventy per cent of the land, Mr. Villamin believes 
such a program could he carried out so successfully, that in twenty 
years independence could be granted without plunging the Islands 
into economic disaster. 
In the meantime hurtful competition with 
American products would have been minimized. 
_______ 
~ F o r thirty years we have been guiding the Philippines along 
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the path toward political independence, lint with no definite! plan 
for reaching that goal safely, and at the same time1 we have been 
binding them to us by ever tightening economic bonds. 
This con­ 
tradictory policy should he abandoned for a definite and wise pro­ 
gram, such as Mr. Villamin suggests. 
But it is obvious that the active co-operation of the Filipino 
people themselves, and of their leaders, must he enlisted also, if 
and when Congress clears the way by intelligent legislation.

They all know that any change 
of this sort is practically impossible, yet they will not hesitate to 
becloud the issues before the people in order to accomplish their 
desires; in fact they will use false issues largely because they be­ 
lieve they can gain votes on the question of prohibition.

An entirely different view than the 
general American im p lo sio n of the 
question of 
Phillipine 
independence 
was outlined yesterday by Vincente 
Villamin, Filipino economist and New 
York attorney, in an interview with a 
representative of The Daily Dispatch, j 
Villamin spent the entire day in B rain­ 
erd touring the lake region as a re- J 
spite between lecturing engagem ents' 
in Duluth and G rand Forks, North 
Dakota, at the latter place at the U n­ 
iversity of N orth Dakota. 
Villamin received his entire educa­ 
tion in the PhilliptncM. 
Unlike 
the 
general conception of the Filipino, VII 
lamin is over six foot tall and weighs 
close to 200 pounds. 
In the interview with Dispatch re­ 
porter, Villamin proved to be also dif­ 
ferent with respect to his 
views 
on 
Phillipine independence. 
"Independence now or in the near 
future," he declared with emphasis, 
"would be a bomb rath e r than a boon 
to the Filipino people, for it would de­ 
stroy them economically, reverse their 
political progress, paralyse the work of 
social and 
educational 
amelioration 
and expose them to the ruthlessness 
of Asiatic m ilitarism 
and 
im perial­ 
ism." 
The Filipino attorney 
said 
m any 
Filipinos, especially 
the 
politicians, 
are doing a disservice and unfairness 
to the Filipino people by giving the 
impression through their exaggerated 
nationalism th at the Filipinos are not 
wholeheartedly 
grateful 
to 
Am er­ 
ica for w hat she has done for them. 
"America s work in the islands du r­ 
ing the last 33 years is an epic of hu­ 
m anitarian achievem ents done in the 
spirit of unselfishness 
and 
altruism . 
The welfare of the Filipinos is the 
keystone of America's Philippine pol­ 
icy. 
Truly the American 
flag 
has 
m eant to us religious 
freedom 
and 
civil liberty, justice and fair play, pro­ 
gress and prosperity, dem ocracy and 
universal opportunity. 
"On account of a better standard 
of living, m ore m aterial enrichm ent, 
better hygienic conditions, m ore dif­ 
fused education, the reign of peace 
and security and the m uch improved 
opportunity for advancem ent, the pres­ 
ent Filipino generation is stronger in 
constitution, stouter in spirit, more 
cheerful In tem peram ent, more eleva­ 
ted in outlook and more practical in 
aspirations. 
"The Filipinos have Individual lib­ 
erty now, for the hill of rights is in 
operation in the islands. 
The most 
outstanding right we 
shall 
acquire 
w ith independence is the right to go 
to w ar on our own violation. 
U nder 
A m erica we don’t have th at frightful 
right. 
Because of th at our govern­ 
m ent does not spend a dollar for mili­ 
ta ry arm am ents, which in turn, en­ 
ables it to devote one third of its total 
revenue to public education.
